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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "axially extending 
strips" (elm 4) and the "heat-conducting metal shield" (elm 9) must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: "plastics" on line 3 
of the elm should be - - plastic - -. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 4 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

Re elm 4, the specification does not provide for the cylindrical part to have axially 
extending strips of plastic on which the spring is arranged. Where are these strips? 
How do the strips interact with the spring? 

Re elm 9, the specification does not provide for the spring to be surrounded by a 
heat-conducting metal shield. Where is the shield? Is the casing of the device the 
shield? 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 3, the phrase "for example" renders the claim indefinite because 
it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). Is the cylindrical part provided with a "plastic 
coating" or is it provided with "plastic bushing"? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

10. Claims 1, 5-8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Turk 6,561,055. 

Re elm 1, Turk discloses an actuator comprising: 

• A reversible motor (22) 

• A transmission (24,50,26,56) 

• A movable adjustment element (32a, 32b) 

• A cylindrical part (36I, 36t) 
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• A coil spring (30) with one end secured to a rotating element (56) 
Re elm 5, the cylindrical part (36l,36t) forms part of a bracket (36) mounted on 

the front end of the motor (22). 

Re elm 6, the transmission comprises a worm drive with a worm (24,26) and a 

worm wheel (50,56), said coil spring (30) having its one end connected to the worm 

wheel (56, Fig 7) 

Re elm 7, the coil spring (30) is secured to the worm wheel (56) with a radially 
outwardly bent end (Fig 7). 

Re elm 8, the coil spring (30) is secured in a hole of the worm wheel with an 
axially bent end (Fig 7). 

Re elm 10, the coil spring (30) is of metal, and that the wire forming the spring 
has a circular cross-section (Fig 7) 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claims 2, 3, 4 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Turk '055 in view of Haag et al, USP 6,232,684. 

Re elm 2, Turk discloses all of the claimed subject matter as described above. 
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Turk does not disclose the cylindrical part being made of metal in full or in part. 
The examiner would like to note that the cylindrical part (36t) of Turk is formed integrally 
with the housing as one uniform body. 

Haag teaches that an actuator housing can be formed of metal for the purpose of 
protecting the actuation device (C6/L20-22). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to modify the teachings of Turk and make the housing out of metal, and 
therefore the cylindrical part, for the purpose of protecting the actuation device. 

Re elm 3, as best understood, Turk in view of Haag discloses that the cylindrical 
part (36t,36l) has a metal core (36t) and is provided with a bushing (36I) secured 
against rotation. 

Re elm 4, as best understood, Turk in view of Haag discloses that the cylindrical 
part (36t) is metal with axially extending strips (36I, the examiner notes that 36I is a 
cylindrical body and cylindrical bodies are made of an infinite number of axially 
extending strips) of plastic on which the spring (30) is arranged. 

Re elm 9, as best understood, Turk discloses the coil spring (30) is externally 
surrounded by a shield (36). 

Turk does not disclose that the shield is made of a heat conducting metal. 

Haag teaches a shield (24) for an actuator that is made of a metal for the 
purpose of protecting the actuation device (C6/L20-22, 24 makes a "shield"). 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to modify the teachings of Turk and provide a shield for an actuator that is 
made of a metal for the purpose of protecting the actuation device.
